Duak Sir: Your attention and that of your co-labourers in the agency 
is particularly called to the important statements of the inclosed “ Special 
Appeal,” and also to the following facts and suggestions : 


1. There is now due to the Parent Society from Auxiliaries the full sum of 
$280,000, for books purchased by. them. This. is probably the greatest amount that 
we have ever had outstanding against, the Auxiliaries at any one time. Making prop- 
er allowances for the inability of small and poor societies immediately to pay their 
' debts, it is evident that a large proportion of the amount charged may, and should 
be promptly collected, and remitted to our treasury. While we are not willing 
unduly to press this matter, especially upon the more feeble local societies, yet the 
state of our funds justifies some urgency, the capital required to keep up'a supply 
of books and to fill orders being now largely in the hands of auxiliaries, and the 
best interests of the Cause will be promoted, and a diminished supply of books 
prevented, by the entire discharge of these obligations by those that are able, and by 
partial payment from those that cannot now liquidate their whole indebtedness. 


2. Your attention is also particularly requested to our distribution. While the 
demand upon our resources has not, thus far, abated, yet the Resupply of the whole 
country has now been so long in progress, that the call for Bibles and Testaments 
for this purpose may be properly regarded as being uear its climax. It is known to 
us that.a number of societies have overstocked their depositories, while others have, 
in consequence, been obliged to take fewer books, or to wait longer than was meet 
\ for their supplies. It is, therefore, important, that in thig whole matter, so far as 

. your influence extends, it shall be exerted to remedy the difficulties referred to. 
This ean be done by conference with the officers of Auxiliaries, by arrangements for 
the disposal Of surplus stock in depositories, and by reducing orders for books on 
account, and requests. for donations of books, within more moderate bounds. It is 
better that our Auxiliaries should apply to us more frequently for smaller invoices, 
rather than order or request large quantities at once, of which many may lie idle 
upon their shelves, while other societies are actually in need of them. -Care must 
be taken not to discourage any reasonable and necessary demands, but. simply to 
prevent overstocking, and waste, and large debts for books unused. The number of 
societies is 30 great, the applications for grants are so numerous, and the claims of 
the country at large are so pressing, that it will require very judicious management 
to equalize the igen tn awe effectually to supply ie destitute who are yet 
without the Bible. — 

The bearing of these pile upon our financial condiee is manifest; but the 
effect upon the Auxiliaries themselves is equally important. 

It has become a serious question at the Bible House, whether our immense dis- 
tribution of the Scriptures to societies which have received them as donations, or 
upon orders as sales, without a good prospect of being able to pay for them, has 
really advanced the Bible cause as it should have done. It is believed that even the 
Bible may be made too cheap ; that our large grants may have led in some cases to 
indiscriminate and injudicious donations among the people; and that this very liber- 
ality of the Board may have tended to diminish the sense of responsibility to pay 
for books bought, or possibly to lead to an undervaluing of the word of God. 


The British and Foreign Bible Society generally require partial payments for their- 
books. So do many missionaries in foreign lands. How far jin the present state of 
our country we should try to carry out this plan, we are not now able to say. But 
you should call public attention to the general principle, and aid the auxiliaries in 
any proper efforts to apply it, so that waste, perversion, and: indiscriminate dona- 
tions may be guarded against. 

One of our wisest and most successful Southern Agents, in a recent letter upon 
this subject, says: ‘‘ A people who have received as many books as they wanted for 
two years, and paid nothing, will be hard to break into the practice of contributing.” 
And referring to a State which has so received about $30,000 worth of books on 
account, he adds, ‘“‘I had rather undertake to raise forty thousand dollars for books 
that are still in the Bible House.” As a general rule, those who really wish to have 
the Bible will be able and willing to pay a little for it, and will feel the better, and 
value the Bible more. 

3. The gratuitous contributions to this Society should be largely increased. The 
Statistics of our great missionary and other religious institutions show that the 
American Bible Society by no means receives its proportionate share of benevolent 
contributions. 


The general impression that this Society needs less money than the others is now 
being dispelled by the progress of its work, which is ahead of the liberality of the 
people towards it, and of its entire resources. Meanwhile we are ready to do all 
that the friends of the Society will enable it to accomplish. We are now manufac- 
turing from 5,000 to 6,000 volumes daily, and can do even more, These facts add new 
force and significance to our appeal. i 

4. In view of these statements, the Board of Managers expect of every Agent 
immediate, judicious, and stirring efforts, to meet the occasion. We ought not to 
end our fiscal year in debt. We hope to exhibit in our next Annual Report greater 
results and higher prospects than ever before. | 

It is a noble opportunity. Our Christian people will respond to this appeal as 
they have always done hitherto. 


Ring out the facts, and urge the appeals'in the pulpit, on the platform, through 
the press, in the auxiliaries, at their anniversaries, and wherever Providence favours 
your mission. Conquests are won in the Redeemer’s kingdom‘only by his advanc- 
ing armies. The leaders must keep in front of the people. This Institution is, and 
ought always to be such a leader. The state of the world invites our highest faith in 
God, and in his word. 

With these suggestions we commit our blessed Cause anew to you and your 
associates, as to division commanders of the armies in the field. ‘The grace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ be with you.”

"Phe issues during the same period have been 540,260 volumes, valued at $287, 982 67 ; 
viz. : Sales to the amount of $256, 589 19. Donations, $31,393 48, 


The receipts from all sources were $300,157 82, while the payments were $429,088 bl. 
The excess of payments over receipts during the past six months was $128,880 69.. 
This deficiency was paid out of the temporary investment which accumulated, dur- 
ing the last six years, chiefly from large legacies, and which was reserved expressly. 
to meet extraordinary demands which were expected at the close of the war. The 
balance of about $50,000 will soon be consumed at the present rate of operations. . 


“There have been sufficient reasons for this expenditure. The Resupply. of the 
whole country with the Bible, now in. progress, has caused extraordinary demands , 
for books sold to Auxiliaries and yet to be paid for, and also for gratuitous distribu- ; 
tion. The destitution of the South and the supply of the Freedmen have drawn; . 
heavily upon our benevolent funds. Our foreign work has been extraordinarily great 
and costly. Most of this expenditure is so much capital laid out for future returns ; i 
—a wise, pecuniary, moral, religious, national, and world-wide investment in the. 
kingdom of God. It has been a grand seed-time. The harvest is not yet. , 

‘That you may know how the Board of Managers have invested their trust, we 
give a few items covering the space of about two years and a hajf, to October 1, 1867, 
and exhibiting our purely benevolent work. We give chiefly the round numbers 
for convenience of memory. 

‘Kor Foreign Versions we have paid in cash $84,700; of this there was $60,000 for 
the ‘Arabic Seriptares, $11,500 for the Hawatian, $8,500-for the Old Slavic and Bul- 
garian, $4,000 for thé Armeno-Turkish, and‘ $700 for-African versions. Besides these 

gums we have granted in cash to various Missionary Boards and Institutions, for pub- 
. lishing and circulating the Scriptures in foreign lands, $122,000. 
- We have''donated. to. otter benevolent societies in this land; the pa Sunday

In 
the glorious foreign field? Can we refuse new grants to the great Missionary Socie- 
ties arid Ecclesiastical Boards, for printing and cirenlating | the Word of God in ver- 
sions, new or old? Must we withhold our hands from e destitute South, exhaust- 
ed as it is by War, and famine, and pestilence ? Can ‘we deny the Lamp of Life to the 
Freedtien ?* Must we stop the resupply of the whole country with the Bible, or 
curtail it; and tell the world that the Christian people of this land are unable or un- 
willing to carry forward this noble Jubilee enterprise of the American Bible Society ? 


But we forbear. Our necessity, thank God, grows not out of the lack of means, 
nor of work, nor of willing minds, and loving hearts, toward the Bible cause, It has 
sprang from the’ past liberality of our friends, and above all from the Providential 
prosperity and successful expansion of the work itself. This is our “ sign ;” and the 
God ‘of the Bible bids us, by these very blessings, - Pr unto the children of Israel 
that they GO FORWARD.”

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DIRECTIONS RESPECTING GRANTS OF THE SCRIPTURES BY THE 
AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


_ I. The Board of Managers grant books for sale and donation to responsible 
parties upon suitable application. | 


Il. All requests for grants should reach the Secretaries a few days before 
the monthly meeting of the Board of Managers, on the first Thursday 
of each month. The Committee on Distribution meet on the Tuesday 
previous. Attention to this rule will often prevent long delays. 


Ill. The rule of the Board is, to supply all books for sale and gratuitous 
distribution, so far as practicable, through its auxiliaries, which are 
expected to do all the Bible work in their own fields. If the auxiliary 
cannot furnish you with the requisite books, get the approval of its 
depositary or of some other officer, if convenient, to your application to 
the Parent Society. 

IV. For ali general and national work which does not properly belong 
to the local Bible Societies, or which is beyond their ability to do, as for 
soldiers, hospitals, freedmen, etc., the Managers will make ample grants, 
upon proper application, to its auxiliaries, benevolent institutions, chaplains, 
and responsible individuals. 


V. Specify the necessary number and suitable kinds of books, and state 
the uses and reasons of the grant requested, with full directions for forwarding. 


VI. The proceeds of sales, after paying freight and other necessary 


expenses, should be punctually sent to the treasury of the Parent Society. 


VII. When the books are received, acknowledge the fact ; when distribu- 
ted, send to the Secretaries a statement of their circulation, with any statistics 
and incidents which illustrate the work. For books sold, whether at 
full or reduced prices, return the account and the money to the Assistant 
Treasurer. An urgent request. 

_ VII. The Board donate chiefly their cheaper publications, or such as 
may be most suitable for various classes of destitute readers, as for the aged, 
the hospitals, mission Sabbath schools, etc., etc. 

IX. Books in raised letters are granted for the blind, upon condition that 
after the person who receives them has no more need of them, they shall 
be returned to this Society, or be given to some other blind person who 


cannot buy them. 


X. Depositories should be gratuitously kept if possible, or if not, at as 
low a rate of expense as can be secured. 


XI. In selling books it will be optional with the depositaries and dis- 
tributing agents to take the whole price or part of it, as circumstances may 
warrant, they being careful to avoid impositions and carelessness in their 
discriminations. 

XII. The principle of selling our books at our price-list cost charges 
should be carefully enforced. The benevolent character of the Society 
cannot be sunk in the merely mercantile practices of charging an advance 
for profit, or for resale by private booksellers, upon our uniform rates. 


_XIM. The American Bible Society expects that due credit shall be 
given for its donations by those to whom they are confided for distribu- 
tion. 
XIV. Be discriminating, prompt, thorough, and generous. Sell where 
ou can—donate where you must. Avoid waste, perversion, and misuse of the 
ord of God; and Jet your distribution be a work of faith and a labour 
of love, for the salvation of souls, and for the glory of God. 


ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS WHICH ARE FREQUENTLY ASKED RESPECT- 
ING THE RULES AND OPERATIONS OF THE SOCIETY. . 


What is the best mode of procuring Bibles fr our Families, Churches, 
Sunday Schools, Bible classes, and the destitute | 

The best of all modes, as proved by long experience here and in England, 
is to have a good local Bible Society, with active officers, to procure and 
keep in a convenient place such books as are likely to be wanted for six 
or twelve months to come. Collections should be taken up in all the 
churches to begin such depository. If needful, a part of the books wanted 
can then be furnished on a few months’ credit,and to feeble Auxiliaries 
some can be granted as adonation. This is the first step, and it should 
be taken wisely, and then carried on with system and energy. When a 
church takes up its annual collection for said society, it should be stated 
what amount is to be returned in books for the objects named, and for 
destitute families. If a congregation is new and poor, and more books 
are wanted than can be purchased, let them, in part, be sought as a 
donation. If the local society cannot give them, let its committee call 
on the Parent Society; but let all be done, if possible, through the local 
society. 

Where there is no local Bible Society to furnish books, application 
should be made to the Sunday School Union with which the school is 
connected. Grants are, and will be made to Sunday School Unions to 
meet such cases. 


What is the plan adopted for the supply of Hotels and Steamboats 
with the Bible? 

We give the resolution of the Board on this subject: 

Resolved, That Auxiliary Bible Societies throughout the country be 
requested to see that the rooms of hotels, and the cabins of steamboats, 
(where objection is not made,) be furnished with Bibles, and usually at 
half the cost price; and when unable thus to furnish all the copies 
which are wanted, that they be authorized to apply to the Parent Sodiety 
for additional aid. 

This resolution is adopted from a deep conviction of the importance of 
the object contemplated, and is one of such a public rather than private 
nature, as to justify, in many cases at least, the partial sacrifice proposed. 


How are books, when obtained, to be put in circulation in the best manner ? 


When a stock has been procured and put in a proper place, notice 
should be given accordingly in all the churches, schoolhouses and. papers, 
and a sign placed over the depository, so that all who need can buy. 

In the next place, unless the village or county has been explored and 
supplied regularly within three or four years, this work should at once 
be undertaken. It should be done by voluntary committees, each taking 
a section, or by a Bible colporteur, employed for a time to visit every 
family. In every county, three or four ministers or other persons might 
be found, in different sections, who would take each a dozen or two 
of books, dispose of them, and return the proceeds to the treasurer. In 
such cases a careful account should be kept of books thus sent out, and 
a settlement annually made. | 

What reply is to be given by the officers of an Auxiliary when a Bookseller. 
Merchant, or other individual, wishes to purchase books for resale? 

If any of these wish to resell, without profit, for the sake of doing good, 
as does the auxiliary, and particularly in places where the books seem to 
be needed, they could with all propriety be furnished with them at the cost 


- price. But if they wish to purchase at bare cost, and then sell at an 
advance on the catalogue price, they could be led to see at once that they 
would not thus be carrying out the benevolent spirit and object of the 
Society, and that they had better purchase of those who make Bibles 
to be sold on mercantile principles. . 


How are books furnished to Life Directors and Life Members? 

Each Life Director (having paid $150) receives annually two dollars and 
fifty cents’ worth of books, provided they are called for within the year; 
and each Life Member (having paid thirty dollars) receives one dollar’s 
worth in like manner. It is expected that these books will be called for, 
or sent for, at the Society’s House, and that they will be of such kinds as 
are suitable to give to the destitute. 

These books can be drawn from a local auxiliary, in case the Parent 
Society is early informed of what is done, so that the auxiliary may be 
credited, and the person drawing charged. No books can be thus furnished 
except for the current year. 

The above regulation was adopted from a conviction that there are 
multitudes of individuals in the community, orphans, apprentices, servants, 
boatmen, stage-drivers, and the like, who have no Bibles, and but few 
religious privileges; and who might, to some extent, be supplied by the 
method thus proposed ; for who will be more likely to scatter the Sacred 
Volume among those who are destitute, than those who have shown such 
a regard for that volume as to make themselves members and directors of 
an institution which furnishes it for distribution ? 


How are other benevolent book circulating societies to be furnished with 
Bibles? 

Such societies have, of course, as their main business, the circulation 
of their own peculiar publications. It cannot be expected that they will 
sell Bibles to any great extent at their depositories, as they were not 
organized for that purpose. But their agents or colporteurs will at times 
meet with destitute families or individuals, who wil}l need the*Bible as a 
gratuity. ‘To supply such cases, it is hoped that the. Bible Auxiliaries will 
always furnish the needed books when called for, and without compensation 
if necessary. If the agent or colporteur can then at times sell some of 
these books, for whole or part cost, he can take. the proceeds and purchase 
a further supply of any auxiliary at the cost price. Where there are no 
auxiliaries thus to purchase them, they can be obtained through the bodies 
which they serve. Grants are and will be cheerfully made to such bodies, 
to meet cases of this kind. If this plan is carefully‘adhered to, no agent 
or colporteur need fail of obtaining Bibles for the needy. ‘Those who are 
able and ready to purchase can obtain them of Bible societies. 


What is the present regulation of the Board as to the prices of books to 
Auziliaries and others? 

The regulation, as fixed by the Constitution, is to sell books to all 
Bible societies at the cost price exactly, which is the catalogue price. Then 
to those societies which become auxiliary, and agree to give their surplus 
funds to the Parent Society, a deduction of five per cent. is made from 
catalogue prices. Encouragement is thus given to auxiliaries to keep up 
depositories with books for sale, and also for the supply of the needy 
gratuitously. They are sold to no other parties for less than the catalogue 
or cost price.

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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

The stated meeting of the Managers was held 
at the Bible House, Astor Place, on Thursday, the 
2d inst., at half-past three o’clock, P.M.; Wm. 
Whitlock, Jr., Esq., Vice President, in the chair, 
assisted by Gen. William Williams, and Norman 
White, Frederick 8. Winston, James Suydam, A, 
Robertson Walsh, and E. L. Fancher, Esqs. 

The decease of Dr. Isaac Wood, one of the 
Managers, was announced to the Board, whereup- 
on the Rev. W. J. R. Taylor, D.D,, read the 14th 
chapter of Job, and offered prayer. 

Three new auxiliaries were recognized ; one in 
each of the States of Wisconsin, Arkansas, and 
Texas. 

Grants of books were made amounting to 26,256 
volumes, besides others to the value of $2,080. 
These grants were to the Virginia Bible Society ; 
the South Western Bible Society, at New Orleans; 
the American Sunday School Union; the Ameri- 
can Missionary Association; the Sunday School 
Union of the Methodist Episcopal Church; the 
Methodist Freedmen’s Aid Society; the Mission- 
ary Society of the Protestant Episcopal Church ; 
and also for distribution in Arizona and in Brazil, 
S. A,, besides grants to auxiliaries and others for 
distribution in the South, Twenty-eight volumes 
for the blind were also granted, 

A communication was presented from Henry 
Knolleke, Esq., Assistant Foreign Secretary of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, in reference to 
an invoice of Russian Testaments sent to Ham- 
burgh for Siberia, on account of this Society, also 
acknowledging the receipt of the plates of the 
Arabic Scriptures. 

The Rev; Heman Dyer, D.D., of this city, and 
Rev. P. H, Fowler, D.D., of Utica, were elected 
delegates to represent this Society at the approach- 
ing annual meeting of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, 

A committee was appointed to prepare a min- 
ute expressing the sentiments of the Board in ref- 
erence to the decease of Isaac Wood, M.D.
